ing to rehabilitate the Nicaragua 
Oanal Corporation. This eommuni- 
ealiou IcU liko :i ihi:iib in the camp, 
•nd oausad a seubatiun tLe like of 
wbleb has not been known fbr some 
time in the Uniltd Sti.tis Senate. 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, in bis 
qteecb of some length, denounced this 
coniniUiiication ami this Ambassador 
of ttic ' (iuatcr Ikt'puljlic" with a 
great deal of Uiiti and juoiicc. 

He showed that the Canul Company 
had dunu everything in accuidaoce 
with their contract, and with the 
consent of Nicaragua before her con- 
solidation with Honduras and San 
fialvad T. TImt the Company had 
paid tbe Republic of Nicamgua for 
certain oonceuions 1150,000 in gold. 
He charged that the iiiuvenicnt loa.ic 
by this new Miui«>ter was being made 
in the interest of England, who desir 
es above all things, to obtain possess- 
ion of the Canal route and control it 
M an English highway.

Mr. Editor: I wk spaoe in your 

valusble paper to pay a last tribute of 
respect to the memory of Hon, 
W. H. Waddel!, who was one of Crit- 
tenden county"* m 'St illustrious sons. 
i write this that the acquaintances of 
his youth may know of the love and 
esteem in which he was held by the 
hosts of frisnds he had made in Ten- 
nessee. 

He was born in Crittenden county, 
Ky., Nov. 22, 1864, He wsa reared 
in tiiC' farm until he was ei^diteen 
years, when the dedre for adventure 
and a new country led him firat to 
k liifl fortune in Missouri and after 
wards in Texas. Here he met with 
many rebuflb and dieappowftmenta, 
which did much to da'm'iop that fixed 
ncis of purgoiutf ' and manlinesa ot 
c\^faMb(ei which ao strongly marked 
his after life. 

Iu a short timo his ilelicato nature 
rebelled against the rough, uncouth 
life of the plains, and he returned to 
his old home in Crittenden county. 
He remained at home but a short time 
and in February 1886, he came south 
to Jasper, in Marlon oounty, Tenn. 
This oounty baa bsta hit home since 
that time. 

At Jasper ho began the study of 
law in the office of Capt. \V. E. Don 
aldson, and in June, 1887, he was ad 
mitted to the bar. Few young law- 
yers encountered ;;iaver didiculties 
than those which confronted William 
H. Waddell at this time; he was In- 
•vxperienced, hiseducatiin was limit 
ed. be bad neither money nor poliii 
oal prestige, nor social position to as- 
sist him: he was a straugMT in astrange 
laud. But bravely he grappled with 
the situation and masterod it> In a 
little while he formed a partnership 
with his former instructor, and for 
live years the firm ot Donaldson and 
Waddell enjoyed a lucrative and grow 
ing practice. 

He early allied himself with the Re 
publican party, and took an active 
interest in every question of public 
importance. 

In 1892 be became a candidate for 
tbe State Legislature, and waa eleet- 
e'l without opp Kiiti (II. In 1^!>I he 
waa reelected, again without opposi- 
tion. Uatooka prominent part in 
the legislature from the beginning, 
and a large number of the tilatutes of 
Tenneieee bear the imprint of his pa- 
tient thought and industry. He de 
dined reelection to a third term, and 
iu June, 1895, moved to South Pitts- 
burg, alao in Marion county, where 
he formed a partnership with M. M. 
Alliaon, and continued the aucoeastul 
management oi a Urge law praotioe 
there until he disd. 

Hia Uat illnem, which lasted only 
three weeka, waa aerioua from the be- 
ginuirg; hia lunga were alwaya weak, 
and he fell an easy viciiin to the epi- 
demic of pneumonia which ia prevail 
log in thia natioii
